PUBLIC NOTICE NO. 329 (PN)/92-97 

New Delhi, the 23rd November, 1995 

F. No. IPC/4/5/(585)/92-97. —In exercise of the powers conferred under Paragraph 16 of the Export and Import Policy, 
as amended, the Director General of Foreign Trade hereby makes the following amendment in the Handbook of Procedures 
(Vol. 1), 1992-97 (Revised Edition : April, 1995):— 

1. Sub-paragraph (ix) of Paragraph 98 shall be amended to read as under :— 

"(ix) Import of exhibits, including construction and decorative materials required for the temporary stands of the foreign 
exhibitors at the exhibition, fair or similar show or display for a period of six months on re-export basis, on submis¬ 
sion of a certificate from an officer of a rank not below that of an Under Secretary to the Government of India in the 
Ministry' of Commerce or an officer of the Indie Trade Promotion Organisation duly authorised by its Chairman in 
this behalf, to the effect that such exhibition, fair or, as the case may be, similar show or display— 

(i) has been approved or sponsored by the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce or the India 
Trade Promotion Organisation; and 

(ii) is being held in public interest. 

Extension beyond six months will be considered by the Customs authorities on merits. Consumables such as paints, 
printed material, pamphlets, literature etc., pertaining to the exhibits need not be re-exported." 

2. Paragraph 207 shall be amended to read as uridci :— 

207. "Trade fairs/exhibitions abroad.—An application for the export of samples or exhibits exceeding ceiling limits 
may be made to the Director General of Foreign Trade who may consider the application on merits and issue the licence, 

Any Indian wishing to organize any Trade Fail/Exhibition in India or abroad, would be required to obtain a certificate 
from an officer of the rank not below that of an Under Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce, or an 
officer of the India Trade Promotion Organisation, duly authorised by its Chairman in this behalf, to the effect that such 
exhibition, fair or as the case may be, similar show or display, has been approved or sponsored by the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Commerce or the India Trade Promotion Organisation and the same is being held in the public interest." 

3. This issues in public interest.
